He waa mimlstakably re­ 
ferring to Laos, Bie Kansas- 
tlzed Inngle kingdom a n d 
cold war football that stub­ 
bornly refuses to quit the 
world*s front pages for long. 
If most Americmis could 
have their way they would 
forcH all about Laos and 
go home. So, for that mat­ 
ter, would the Russians, 
who find Laos* humid cli­ 
mate harder to take than 
do the Americans. 
Victim of Geography 
• A lot of other foreigners 
feei-llie same way. Nothing 
would please the Laotians 
more than for everybody to 


go away and leave t he m 
alone. At the moment 20,- 
000 Laotians are on the 
move—refugees from a war 
supported on the one hand 
by Red China and Commu­ 
nist North Vietnam and on 
the other by the United 
States and its allies. 
But Laos Is a victim of 
geography. It has common 
borders with six nations, 
two of them Communist: on 
the north with Burma, 141 
miles, and Red China, 263 
miles; on the east w i t h 
Communist North Vietnam, 
818 miles, and Vietnam, 301 
miles; in the south w i t h 
Camhodiu, 277 miles; and 
on the west with Thailand, 
1,080 miles. 
From this it’s easy to 
. see why neither the ex- 
Communlsts nor the free 
world nations want to let 
Laos go to the other side.

Of all the “Balkans of 
Southeast Asia” none is 
more infuriating, frustrat­ 
ing or confusing to western­ 
ers than Laos. Perhaps the 
main reason for tills is that 
Laos is a nation in name 
only. 
Feuding Clans 
Carved out of the former 
French Indochina in 1 ^ , 
Laos is a motley collection 
of feuding clans and hi l l 
tribes, many of whom don’t 
even know there is a Laos. 
Of the country’s estimat­ 
ed 2H million people—there 
never has been a census— 


about S6% are Luos. B ut 
even the Lao aren’t Lao ra­ 
cially. They belong to the 
Thais, with whom 
t he y 
share a language. 
Hence the phr as e, 
“Scratch a Lao and you 
find a Thai.” 
The other half of the pop­ 
ulation is made up of a 
wonderful variety of tribes­ 
men who are mostly moun­ 
tain dwellers and like It up 
there because even the mos­ 
quitoes leave them alone. 
Proud, Independent 
Many of the mountain 
people are identified by the 
color 
of 
their 
clothing. 
There arc white Thai and 
black Thai, for example. 
There also are the Meo, who 
come In all colors—black, 
white, red, green and mul­ 
ticolored. 
Regardless of the color of 
their clothes, the Meos have 


a common culture and are 
the most outstanding of the 
mountain tribes. 
They are proud, Independ­ 
ent 
a n d 
ladlviduallatlc. 
Great hunters, they’re also 
great fighters. To enable 
them to stand off the Com- 
m a a 1 s t s , the Americana 
have replaced their old sil­ 
ver embossed flintlocks with 
modem weapons. 
Meo fighting men have 
been incorporated into regu­ 
lar Laotian army units. But 
the Meo aren’t so much 
anti-Communist as they are 
pro-Meo. They fight the 
Communists because the 
Communists refuse to let 
them alone. 
In short they are freedom 
fighters. One of the free­ 
doms they fight for is the 
freedom to grow opium, un­ 
officially Lao’s biggest cash 
crop.

Dallas (fi—The first bullet 
fired at the limousine carry­ 
ing President John F. Ken- 
nckly Nov. 22 struck Ken­ 
nedy in the back, emerged 
from his throat a n d then 
pierced Texas Gov. John Con- 
nally’s body, TV 
s t a t i o n 
KRLD said in a copyrighted 
story. 
Quoting sources close to the 
Warren Commission investi­ 
gating the assassination, the 
Dallas station said the second 
rifle bullet mortally wounded 
Kennedy in the head, and 
that the third went wild. 
Representatives of t h e 
commission made a detailed 
re-eoiictmeiit of the assassi- 
nation Sunday. They used the 
rifle Tbclieved to have fired 
th^ Itftal bullets, and conduct­ 
ed tl|2 re-enactment at the 
aitrm the shooting. 
KRLD said medical opin­ 
ion holds that if the first slug 
had struck the President just 
a bit lower, it would have 
knocked him to the fl(X)r of 
the car and thus removed 
him from the line of sight of 
the second shot 
Doctors say Kennedy more 
than likely would have recov­ 
ered irem the initial shot. 
It had been believed that 
the,first shot hit Kennedy in 
the back, the second hit Con- 
nally, and the third smashed 
into the President’s head. 
The station said the War­ 
ren Commission report w i l l 
show that the first bullet en­ 
tered the President’s body 
sQglltly above the right collar­ 
bone and came out just to the 
left of the tie knot. The slug 
then entered Connally’s body 
just above the fifth rib. 
Since the motorcade w as 
m o v^ down a sloping street 
towai^ an underpass, the 
third Shot’s trajectory w as 
niariteflly flatter than the first 
two. It struck a manhole cov-‘ 
er, ricocheted off and was 
never Jtound, KRLD said.

The Army may be glad to be going 
home from the desert, but some civilians are sorry Opera­ 
tion Desert Strike maneuvers are over. They’ve had a ball, 
those civiUans. 
College students —for the 
most part—have had fun in 
the maneuvers. 
The Los Angeles Times re­ 
ported that John Miller, 21, 
and John Wiley, 19, both stu­ 
dents at Palo Verde College 
here, told of capturing a sen­ 
try post manned by soldiers 
from the mythical nation of 
Nezona. 
The youths said they drove 
onto the desert late Thursday 
night using their dune buggy 
—the desert version of a hot 
rod. When they spotted a sen­ 
try post they parked, crawled 
up close and concealed them 
selves behind bushes. 
Six soldiers manned the 
post, most of them asleep. 
Miller and Wiley, using a 
gimmick from obsolete cow­ 
boy movies, lit firecrackers 
and threw them in all direc­ 
tions. 
When the noise subsided, 
they shouted: 
“O.K., you’re surrounded. 
Throw down your weapons 
and put your hands up.” 
Faced with apparently over­ 
whelming odds, the six sen­ 
tries complied. Miller a n d 


Wiley then stepped forward 
to reveal their hoax. 
Other civilians also got into 
the spirit of the thing. When 
Nezonan troops invaded their 
Calonian countryside, people 
in Needles, Calif., made a Ca­ 
lonian flag and raised it over 
the city while surrounded by 
hostile troops. 
With that kind of harass­ 
ment, no wonder the maneuv­ 
ers, involving 100,000 men, 
stopped a day early. 
The war over water rights 
to the Colorado River official­ 
ly ended at 5 p.m. Friday. 
Mock battles, including A ir 
Force attacks at enemy in­ 
stallations, continued up ' to 
the deadline. 
Said Gen. Paul D. Adams 
at the end of the maneuvers: 
“Joint exercise D e s e r t 
Strike, a thorough test of men, 
equipment and air-ground op­ 
erations, has been extremely 
successful and must be rated 
as one of the very best we 
have conducted.” 
And the folks of Blythe and 
Needles thought so, too. 


Moscow (IPi — East German 
Communist boss Walter U1 
bricht has begun a 15-day 
visit to the Soviet 
U n i o n 
hinting that his hosts may 
make some new moves on the 
Berlin and German q u e s- 
tions. 
Ulbricht told a K r e m 1 i n 
banquet in his honor that he 
had come to Moscow to “dis­ 
cuss a number of political 
problems.” 
In reply to a toast of wel­ 
come, he paid tribute to the 
Soviet policy of coexistence 
and added: 
“We live in a country from 
whose territory two world 
wars were begun. It is in our 
country, in Germany, in the 
German Democratic Repub­ 
lic, that one must show how 
this policy is being applied in 
the most difficiü t spot in 
Europe.” 
Separate Treaty? 
S o m e Western observers 
speculated that another effort 
may be made to bring East 
and West Germany into di­ 
rect negotiations. Ul br i c ht 
sent a note to West German 
Chancellor Ludwig Erhard on 
Thursday saying only the 
two German states coul d 
solve the German problem. 
The Bonn government, sup 
ported by the Western Allies, 
is cautious of any new move 
that could imply official rec­ 
ognition of the East German 
regime. 
Other westerners suggested 
that Premier Khrushchev may 
decide to s i g n a separate 
peace treaty with East Ger­ 
many, leaving the access 
routes to isolated West Berlin 
entirely in the hands of the 
East Germans. 
Relatively Quiet 
Khrushchev has repeatedly 
threatened to sign such a trea­ 
ty and provoked a crisis over 
Berlin each time. 
In recent months, the Ber­ 
lin situation has been relative­ 
ly quiet while the Kremlin re­ 
mained preoccupied with the 
ideoloi^al feud with Commu­ 
nist CMna. 
Few persons thought Khru­ 
shchev would try to provoke a 
new crisis over Çerlin.

Rockefeller wound up a 
week of campaigning with a 
speech in San Francisco and 
returned to New York. He 
will return Monday for an air 
tour of 14 California cities. 
Goldwater planned to cam­ 
paign in the Los Angeles 


area up to the last minute. 
Rockefeller was asked at a 
Commonwealth Club lunch­ 
eon appearance here why he 
thought he was better quali­ 
fied to press the H-bomb but­ 
ton than Goldwater. The gov­ 
ernor pointed to his 25 years 
in imbllc Ufe and listed high 
posts he held under former 
President 
Elsenhower. 
He 
avoided direct comment on 
Goldwater’s qualifications. 
In answer to another ques­ 
tion Rockefeller said the at­ 
tempt to land on the moon 
distorts the American space 
effort. He said he’d rather see 
some $2.5 bUlion a year de­ 
voted to developing advanced 
weaponry and peaceful uses 
of the atom. 
Rockefeller returned t he n 


to the main theme of his cam­ 
paign, that his differences 
with Goldwater on the issues 
are the differences between 
r e s p o n s i bl e Republican­ 
ism and extremism In tiio 
Republican party. 
.Goldwater said in S a n t a 
Barbara—at about the same 
time—that RockefeUer Is en­ 
gaged In a “silly, stupid at­ 
tempt to divide the Repobli­ 
can party of California” with 
charges of extremism.

The department said that, 
since Jan. 1, 1961, through 
last Monday, 96 of the 140 
American deaths attributed to 
hostile action have occurred 
in p l a n e and helicopter 
crashes. 
The department said 40 of 
the 87 American deaths due 
to causes other than hostile 
action have occurred in planes 
and helicopters. 
The a i r 
crashes thus have accounted 
for 136 of the total 227 U.S. 
deaths. 
The Army has suffered 46, 
the Air Force 38, the Marine 
Corps nine and the Navy three 
fatal casualties attributed to 
Communist Viet Cong f i r e 
against aircraft. 
Another 42 Army deaths due 
to hostile actions have oc­ 
curred in ground fighting, 
with one each in this cate­ 
gory for the Air Force a n d 
Marine Corps.

Engineer 
Viktor 
Frumson, 
writing in the English-lan­ 
guage Moscow News, reported 
he saw it in Vorota last year. 
“On a stuffy afternoon,” 
Frumson wrote, “we saw, 
though only from a distance, 
a dark object of spherical 
shape. 
“its appearance was ac­ 
companied by a rending, hair- 
raising roar. In the space of 
three or four minutes the ob- 
j e c t 
reppeared 
. several 
times.” 
Tverdokhlebov’s 
descrip­ 
tion 10 years ago was more 
detailed. 
“An omlnous-looking d a r k 
grey ' sphere was showi ng 
slightiy above the water, in- 
spiring uncontrollable fear as 
it approached,” he wrote. 
“It resembled an oversize 
glistening tin barrel with a 
slanted horn rudder on i t s 
back. There were “two bulg­ 


ing protrusions like eyes, sev­ 
en feet apart on the head.” 
“The c r e a t u r e reached 
the bank, stopped, then went 
into a series of convulsions 
which rased waves and foun­ 
tains of water as it disap­ 
peared below. 
Siberian natives claim the 
monster once ate a swimming 
*)g. a reindeer tied to a post 
on the bank, and even human 
beings. 
Some scientists were report­ 
ed to believe that the mom 
ster is a relic of prehistoric 
times, possibly a type of 
whale.

Unfinished Business in India 


The death of Prime Minister Nehru has 
left many questions in India. The most perti­ 
nent on the international field is the direction 
Nehru’s success will take in the conflict be­ 
tween the East and West. 


Yet o ne of the most pressing questions is 
what effect will Nehru’s death have on settle- 
ment o f the dispute with Pak istan over Kash­ 
mir. 
This local and area feud has often 
reached the United Nationi and has created 
an area o f unrest in Southeast Asia which has 
had an international impact. 


In the last few months there had been a 
llimmer of hope for a solution. Recently India 
ad released from prison Sheik Abdullah, the 
political leader of Kashmir. Since then he 
visited with Nehru and Pak istani President 
Ay ub Khan. 
Abdullah criticizes both India and Pak is­ 
tan for looking to other countries for support 
and guidance. He said: “The strength of India 
is support of Pak istan and the strength of 
Pak istan is support of India. The welfare of 
the people to whom I pledge my life depends 
o n Indo-Pakistan friendship.” 


Before he died Nehru announced that he 
and President Ay ub Khan would meet in late 
.lune to talk over differences. Nehru was be­ 
lieved to be leaning toward retreat from 
India's unbending position. 
•

Abdullah is working toward an autono­ 
mous, unified Kashmir, whose status would be 
amicably guaranteed by both India and Pak ­ 
istan. To the rest of the world, not caught up 
in the complicated border and religious ani­ 
mosities, it seems a wise and sensible solu­ 
tion. 
Possibly Nehru with his great prestige 
and the love and affection of the masses 
might have been able to make concessions. 
Nehru was known to feel that the Pakistan- 
Kashmir issue was one of the great unfinished 
tragedies of his career. 
Reportedly the men around Nehru do not 
share his mood to retreat from India’s un- 
cqmpromising stand. Even though they should 
be so persuaded they may lack the following 
to make it palatable to the Indians.

OPPD Pla ns

The Omaha Public Power 
District (OPPD) has filed an 
incomplete application with 
the Nebraska Power Review 


Yet, there was a warning last fall that feeding cattle 
might not be the most profitable enterprise when the fin­ 
ished cattle went to market in 1964. 
Dr. Philip A. Henderson, professor of agricultural eco­ 
nomics, University of Nebraska, delivered such a warning 
to fanners and feeders to a review of what might happen 
where he spoke on cattle feeding. 
In one sueb meeting at Hebron last fall Henderson ex­ 
plained tbat if a leader purchased 700-pound feeders and 
expected to sell them for $24 a hundredweight they would 
have to be purchased for $21 per cwt. If overhead costs 
were ftgured to expense. At the same time many feeders 
were being purchased at |8 4 to $25 per cwt. Presently, many 
of those cnRle are selUng for $20 per cwt. as they leave the 
farm. 
When you add the results it doesn’t take much pencil 
work to understand why cattle feeders have taken extensive 
losses. 
Henderson didn’t get much applause at the time when 
he warned that the prospects for the cattle feeder were 
very dim. 
Little En co u rag emen t 
Reports from Washington on the nation’s be^ situation 
offer little encouragement to cattlemen expecting fast re­ 
lief in the form of higher markets. 
This week Bernard Brenner, a United Press Interna­ 
tional farm writer, reported, “ Farm prices for beef cattle 
dropped again in the month ending May 15, despite govern­ 
ment efforts to bolster the market.” 
He reported that the USDA has purchased 9,300,(X)0 
pounds of choice grade beef as part of a surplus removal 
program which had been under way since early March. 
The Agriculture Department’s monthly farm price re­ 
port shows average beef cattle prices down again, to $17.60 
per cwt 
This p Act was 60 cents below the level a month ago 
and ¿ .20 below a year ago. 
Mach in eiy Obstacle 
This week Henderson had something to say about the 
economics of a farmer changing his method of harvesting 
hay at the alfalfa research day at the University of Nebras­ 
ka field laboratory at Mead. 
He said, ” One of the obstacles to the adoption of new or 
different harvesting and handling systems is that the ma­ 
chinery and faciUfles on the farm do not fit the system 
which otherwise may seem to be the most desirable. 
‘‘If the machinery already on hand is in good shape, 
the price which can be obtained for it may be low in com­ 
parison to its usefulness.” 
Henderson summed up his thinking with this piece of 
advice, ‘‘The new system needs to be good enough to not 
only pay its own way but also make up for the loss taken 
on the old machinery.”

Omaha — A comprehensive 
plan for bringing a wide area 
of downtown Omaha up to 
date was unveiled before the 
Central Omaha Study c o m- 
mittee.

“Gov. Morrison has been, 
and is, one of the University ’s

Sorensen, who defeated Car­ 
penter’s wife in the primary 
election race for the Demo­ 
cratic nomination as lieuten­ 
ant g overnor, branded as “ab­ 
surd” Carpenter’s claim that 
the ag research prog ram is a 
move to take all research ac­ 
tivity away from the Univer­ 
sity . 
Sorensen worked as an at­ 
torney for the Ag riculture 
Dept, for approximately one 
y ear, but resig ned in March 
of this y ear when he became 
a lieutenant g overnor candi 
date after Gov. Morrison said 
Sorensen could not hold politi­ 
cal positions and stay on the 
state pay roll. 
Ag riculture D e p t , eorre- 
spondence in the g overnor’s 
office showed that the Ag ri­ 
culture Dept, was anthorized 
by the g overnor to hire out­ 
side leg al aid for the ag re­ 
search prog ram on April 12, 
1983. 
A letter from the g overnor 
to Ag riculture Director Pearle 
Finig an specifically set forth 
the outside attorney ’s duties. 
Finig an, on May 2, secured 
the services of Sorensen’s law 
firm of Flansburg , Mattson, 
Field, Ricketts and Sorensen. 
The ag reed fee was $ 25 an 
hour, or $ 125 for a six-hour 
day to do leg al research and 
conferences for the depart­ 
ment. Another fee of $ 100 for 
a six-hour day , plus $ 10 an 
hour for any thing over a six- 
hour day , was authorized for 
“b a c k g r o u nd investig a­ 
tive work or any other work 
for the department.” 
The fees, ag reed upon by 
Finig an and the law firm, 
were authorized to be paid to 
any member of the firm. 
^rensen was instructed by 
the g overnor to resig n either 
the Ag riculture Dept, post or 
a position on the State Demo­ 
cratic Central Committee af 
ter Sorensen wag appointed to 
the committee to fill a va­ 
cancy in March of this y ear. 
Sorensen then resig ned the 
Ag riculture Dept, job when he 
entered the lieutenant g over­ 
nor’s race. 
According to state law, the 
securing of outside leg al as­ 
sistance by any state depart­ 
ment must be approved by 
either the g overnor or attorney 
g eneral. Sorensen’s employ ­ 
ment was approved by th e 


g overnor, not the attorney 
g eneral. 
According to Gov. Morri- 
ion’8 instructions, the outside 
attorney hired by the Agri­ 
culture Dept, was restricted 
to specific duties. 
Those duties, according te 
the governor’s April 12, 1988, 
letter to Finigan, were fo r 
the purpose of working with­ 
in the department In analyz­ 
ing procedures involving the 
agresearch program, t h e 
functions of Inspection, f e e 
cellectlons, and ether serv­ 
ices performed hy the Agri- 
cnltnre Department, analyring 
functions of the UJ S. D e^ ot 
Agricnltnre or other agencies 
in connection with their rela­ 
tionship to

Books of the state ag rlcul 
ture department disclose pay ­ 
ment from state ag research 
funds of $ 938.99 to Philip Sor­ 
ensen for leg al work. T h e 
voucher, paid in September, 
1963, was to Sorensen’s law 
firm; 
Flansburg , 
Mattson, 
Field, Ricketts A Sorensen. 
Another state voucher of 
$ 282.62 paid at the same time 
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in 1963 was for air tickets to 
Washing ton, D.C. for Soren­ 
sen, State Ag ricultural De­ 
partment Director P e ar l e 
Finig an, and R. 
N. Sny der, 
an

In January , 1964, Sorensen, 
participated with Gov. Morri­ 
son in conferences with the 
University Ag riculture Colleg e 
officials on ag research.

Morrison said he understood 
that Democrat Sorensen was 
urg ing Democrat Hans Jen­ 
sen to run ag ainst Republican
